and this being true she is more particular about the man sho accepts 
as her husband. Formerly a single woman, nn "old maid," lost social 
status simply because it was presumed that no man had asked her to 
he his wife. Now it is quite respectable to live and die under one's 
maiden name, for it has.cdme to be understood since woman's eman- 
cipation that when a woman does not marry it is because no man has 
presented himself who has come up to her standard of manhood. 


And now-a-days a woman* is better able to determine between 


men; 
she has had more training, her outlook is broader. 


But this does not mean that the women of today do not want to 


marry, and, above all, it does not mean that college wOmen are op- 
posed.to marriage itself; they are simply'unwilling to take an Infer- 
ior mate.

But this is a point I want to make. The more education a wom- 


an has the more apt she is to marry for the love of a good man, and 
not for a mere means of support. The more intelligence a woman 
has (and the same is true of a man), the stronger is her love and 
loyalty and the happier is her marriage, and the less likelihood is 
there of divorce. 


The trouble is, we have had too many marriages of ignorance, 


too much married misery and unhappiness, too much crime between 
man and woman in the name of duty-and holy matrimony, and the
